The News. 

Wo have only time to-day for a 
passing allusion to the important des- 
patdic-s received late last eveniDg. 

It will bo observed that tho clootione 
in tho EuBt liavo resulled generally in 
fovor of the Doraocrocy. States that 
went Republican for many years have 
Buddoniy changed front and electoa 
tho opposition candidates. In Ohio 
negro BuflVugo was repudiated by a 
mnjority of 40,000, whilo tho Demo- 
crats only curry the State by some 
10,000 raujority. Tho veto on thi* 
point indicates that a majority ol 
30,000 Republicans in the State are 
opposed to tho extension of the iran- 
obiso to colored citizens, Preaidoiit 
Johnson regards tho reaalt as au 
endorsement of .bis policy ; and Con. 
greas will soaroely veiittire,. io the 
. face of tbe recent defeats, to insist 
npcn tbe admission of tho Soatberu 
States on the basis of negro sufifrage. 
Tbe proposed impeaobment of Mr 
Johnson mast fall to the ground 
for tho some reason. Affairs iu 
Italy are still in a very unsMis- 
factory stale. Tho Garibaldiann, 
through the arrest of their groat 
louder and his son, appear to lack the 
means of organization, and have do- 
goncratod into banditti, in which 
capacity they aro as likely to inflict 
injurj on friend as foo. A project, 
which it is said Nspoleon favors, is 
that tho Italian troops shall occupy 
the Pa''al StatOH, and the Popo remain 
undisturbed at the Etornal City until 
biB death, when the tennporai power of 
futaie Popes sball cease. This seems 
a reasonable proposition. Tbe Fcpe, 
of coarse, will object; bat as tho 
alternative presented is tho destruc- 
tion of the peace oi Europe, it is not 
likely that bis wishes or interests will 
be oonsalted in the matter. The 
Fenian troubles continue. Kelly, who 
was roscaed by tho mob at Manches- 
ter a month ago, was rooaptarod and 
baa since died. It, Reams that nothing 
short of a fearful example will end the 
miserable delusion the ignorant raasHOs 
of tho Iri^h pjoplo labor under with 
respect to England. 

The Necessity lor a Public Alarketi 

Victoria, Oct 10, 1807. 

Editoh Colonist : — Yon have several 
times urged in your colnraiis the necessity 
of a public market. Those who buy as 
well as those who raise produce suffer 
much fur want of this. Indued, it is sur-* 
prising that such a market has not been 
establisbid long cru this. Those wbo 
bring to town the produce of their gar 
dons get scarcely more than pays its car- 
riage thither ; those who bring cattle 
fiiiil that they eat their heads off before 
sold ; and those who ttrrive with a 
season's prime pork froai Coiiiox or Cow- 
icban have to hawk it round tbe towo 
till disgusted with tbe whole coDcern. 
Now this is not for want of buyers, but 
jast because buyers and sellers aro not 
brought togoilier. For instance, one day 
I met a farmer who had beeu peddling 
round with 1,000 lbs. of new potatoes, 
which ho liad palled op in his boat under 
a sweltering sun. He did not wish to 
pull them biicli and offered them at any 
price, 'i'hu same evening I met a gentle, 
man who v^as victiuilling a ship about to 
sail, and who lliat very day had been 
hunting round for 1,000 lbs. of new 
potatoes, and offering macb more thau the 
other sought. As it was Id the beginning 
of the season, no one had so largo a stock 
and he had considerable difficulty in mak- 
ing up the supply in small (inanlities. 

iS^ow cannot the iMiiiiicipal Council at 
once set the thing in motion. It will 
protect tho lieges from greea-grocers who 
are anything but green. They have 
simply to fence a bit of ground and pro- 
claim that the first Saturday of every 
month is the market day . of Victoria. 
There are several desirable spots for this 
— a bit of the Church Reserve, the Indian 
Reserve, or the front of the city prison. 
Or, if we way expect aiiythiug ao small in 
the way of p.ubllo improvement from our 



stately and self-snlisfled .Government, per, 
haps tho Institution might be colonial 
rather than municipal. Tho Equare in 
front of tbe Government buildings would 
onswer remaricably well. The treasury 
bnilding would do well enough for an 
office, and tho old assembly room, at 
present doing duty as a bedroom for one 
of tho officials, could be turned into a 
sheep-fold andficbicken-bouse.-. As I un- 
derstand that a few horses and carriages 
which have been conuected with court 
will soon be sold, the market would bo all 
the more convenient. Indeed we want a 
market and want it badly. Do help us, 
Mr. Editor, and oblige yours,
